Rardin Suggests State 
< Wide Mosquito Control 


Establishment of a state-wide] School Head Tells 


buau to more effectively carry 
“-out ‘control of mosquitoes ano 

sandflies in Florida, was proposec 

this week by County Commission 

Chairman Paul Rardin. 

Rardin made his proposal Mon- 
day at the regular meeting of the 
County Commission and his plan 
was quickly adopted by the board. 
The group voted to immediately 
get the plan underway with ths 
hope that the bureau could be es- 
tablished by the, 1953 legislative 
session. 

Chairman Rardin said that sev- 
eral state wide bureaus such as 
fire control and forestry service 
are already organized and are car- 
rying out an effective plan of co~ 
ordinating their activities on a 
state-wide basis. 

More effective, he said, would 
be á Florida mosquito control unit 
that could coordinate its activities 
throughout the state instead of 
spotty control that is now heing 
carried out by only a few counties 
who finance mosquito control 
units, 3 A 

Palm Beach County is one of 
those in South Florida that has a 
county mosquito contr] unit. 

Said Rardin, ‘the county group 
can control the pests within their 
area, but its mosquitoes from out- 
side uncontrolled areas that ` are 
causing the trouble here. 

With state. wide control, he said, 
the bureau would be most effective 
and could probably share in fed- 
eral money that is.set aside for 
this type of work. ` 

“We spend a million ‘dollars a 
year in Florida to attract tourists,’ 
Mr. Rardin told his colleagues, as 
he pointed out the undesirable re- 
action to this type of advertising 
when tourists arrive in’ summer 
and are met with hordes of mos- 
quitoes, such as have invaded 
many portions of the State this 
year. k ¢ 

Mr. Rardin said the State spends 
millions of dollars’ for research 
and experimental work in other 
lines of endeavor to improve con- 
ditions in Florida, ‘and that it 1s 
time now to start thinking about 
the. mosquito and sandfly problem 
on a Statewide basis. T 

“I feel that it should be an over- 
all proposition by state and federa: 
government,” Rardin said. 

‘His suggestion. was backea 
strongly by Commissioner Lake 
Lytal who raid to gain the best 
mosquito control, the work must 
be accomplished on a wide scale. 

In addition to backing Rardin’s 
proposal for a state wide bureau 
the commission also authorizea 
their chairman to present the pro- 
posal to the State Association ot 
County Commissioners. Rardiv 
heads the state group as president 
and he expressed confidence that 
the idea would meet favorably 
with the state directors. 

Commissioner John Prince saic 
that proposal of a state-wide or- 
ganization did not by any mears 
deter from the’ work that is_being 
done by the county unit headed by 
E. L. Seabrook. Prince said the 
work of the Palm Beach County 
unit has been most effective in lo-
